Contaminiation on private land sparks outrage

Alarmed and angry landowners are 
demanding quick action by a local petrole¬ 
um company to clean up contamination 
that’s been spreading through groundwa¬ 
ter for the last 15 years. 

"We want the cleanup to happen now, 
not drag out for years and years and 
years,” said Richard Sereda, a landowner 
neighbouring the Bonavista South Elkton 
Compressor Station. 

The land, approximately 30 kilometres 
southwest of Didsbury, has been showing 
signs of spreading chloride since 1904. 

The blame can be laid in part to Home 
Oil Company Ltd, which first opened the 
plant in 19611 to process sour gas. The 
company created a flare pit that burned 
excess byproducts for 26 years before it 
was decommissioned in 1992. The pit had 
no liner to protect against chemicals seep¬ 
ing into the groundwater. 

Alberta Environment said this was com¬ 


mon practice at the time. 

The plant changed hands of three com¬ 
panies between 1963 and 2002, before 
Bonavista bought the site. 

Although remediation had been done to 
remove sludge at the former flare pit, no 
effort was made to stop the flow of chlo¬ 
ride. It continued to move toward private 
property in the east, west and south. 

Chloride has always been present 
around the plant at levels of 10 milligrams 
per litre, but as early as November 1995, 
data was showing chloride at 237 mg/1 
nearly 1(H) metres south of the pit. Four 
years later, a monitoring site on private 
property east of the plant showed chloride 
levels of around 60 mg/1. 

Despite detailed records tracking the 
movement of chloride, Bonavista claims it 
was unaware chemicals were leaching 
onto private land until 2005. 

When it bought the property in 2002, 
Bonavista knew there had been a bum pit 
and groundwater assessments showed 
“chloride compounds in the water adja¬ 
cent to the pit.” 

It wasn’t until further testing in 2005 that 


it realized the extent of the spread. 

One year later, private landowners found 
out about the chloride contamination and 
the breadth of its reach. 

Nancy Blain. whose family owns the 
property east of the plant, said monitoring 
wells were detecting chloride contamina¬ 
tion on her land as early as 1999. She did¬ 
n’t leant the full extent of the contamina¬ 
tion until her neighbours told her in 
February 2009 and she “was furious.” 

“You tnist they would say if something 
was wrong. I thought there were safe¬ 
guards in place.” 

Penny Dowswell adds the whole situa¬ 
tion smells of neglect. 

“It was (Bonavista’s) neglect to do any¬ 
thing and to be open about it and commu¬ 
nicate to people that has further created 
this contamination that’s now affecting the 
landowners. It’s inexcusable. . .they should 
be held accountable." 

Sereda said there was no communica¬ 
tion between landowners and the compa¬ 
ny until concerned citizens went to 
Alberta Environment. The information 
sharing was “forced on them” by the gov¬ 


ernment. 

Colin Hennel, environmental coordina¬ 
tor with Bonavista, said it’s likely 
landowners with wells on their property 
would have been told why those wells 
were there. After all, the company cannot 
install wells on private land without per¬ 
mission. 

Landowners without wells would only 
leant of contamination if there was an 
imminent risk to the environment or 
human health. 

One well south of the plant, which 
showed 290 mg/1 of chloride in March 
2009, is 50 metres from a creek that filters 
into the Little Red Deer River. 

Bonavista says contamination to the 
creek is a potential risk and aquatic life 
could be harmed. The chloride hasn’t yet 
leached into the water and measures arc 
being taken to stop the flow of chloride 
from the plant site. 

This year, Alberta Environment 
approved the company’s remediation plan, 
which w ill bring levels of chloride down to 
guidelines of 100 mg/1.

New mandatory wrist bands increase pool safety

Children looking to splash in the pool this summer 
will be given coloured wristbands and new rules. 

The change is the latest attempt to make the pool 
safer for those most inclined to drown and it’ll come 
into effect August 1. 

“This is new for us and I really hope the public will be 
patient. We are not trying to complicate things; we are 
trying to use extra safety measures,” said Patti Beable- 
Cowley, aquatic supervisor for the Didsbury Aquatic- 
Centre. 

When children hand over admission for the pool 
they’ll get one of two coloured bracelets - red for those 
seven and under and orange for those eight to 10 years 
old. Red wristband wearers must be within reach of a 
parent at all times and swim in the shallow end of the 
pool. 

Eight to 10 year-olds will also have to stay in the shal¬ 
low end, unless they take- an on-spot swim test. If they 
prove they are strong enough to swim in deep water, 
they'll be promoted to a green bracelet. 

“Ultimately we want to make it easy for lifeguards to 
identify those who need to be watched,” said Beable- 
Cowley. 

The new wristband system isn't changing much. 
Lifeguards have always done tests if they’re concerned 
about a child’s ability to swim and parents have always 
had to accompany children under seven. 

This new program, inspired by recommendations 
made in the 2008 Olds Fatality Inquiry, creates rules that 
apply to all those in the under 10 crowd, rather than on 
a case-by-case basis.

Representatives for Konavista say remediation on the 
bum pit was done in 2007. It was in the process of gath¬ 
ering data to stop the chloride spread when Alberta 
Environment set an April 1, 2000 deadline for the remedi¬ 
ation plan. 

"As a consultant obviously you’d like to know all the 
data before you make a decision, here we are making a 
decision before we know all the data. We would have 
liked additional wells before developing and implement¬ 
ing the plan," said Arthur Giuriei, principal hydrogeologist 
for Terex Environmental Group Inc. 

Terex Environmental is the company which created the 
risk management and remediation plan for the South 
Elkton Compressor Station. 

Giuriei said pressure from regulatory bodies, not 
landowners, pushed their schedule forward. 

It will take an estimated 140 years to clean up areas of 
the facility with extreme levels of chloride. 

“Typically the extremities are cleaned up first," he said. 

The company will clean up contamination on private 
property. Since those areas have lower levels of chloride 
than the compressor site, they will be dealt with later. 

This summer, the company has begun to build trenches 
to stop the further flow of chloride. He said the trenches 
will also allow the chemicals on private property to dissi¬ 
pate naturally. 

An additional nine wells will also be installed to moni¬ 
tor chloride levels. 

On July 10, the company presented its approved reme¬ 
diation plan to the landowners in the area. 

Sereda, along with Nancy and Earl Hlain, Penny 
Dowswell and Valerie Blakely said the plan doesn’t do 
enough to curb contamination on off-site land and near a 
creek that feeds into the Little Red Deer River. The chlo¬ 
ride' already extends beyond the proposed trenches. 

The timeline is also an issue for landowners who say it 
is the result of lax regulations from Alberta Environment. 

“We want a better timeline. One hundred and forty years 
is unrealistic for us to ride out," said Georgina Kiraly, who 
lives with Sereda. 

Dave Gower, contamination specialist with Alberta 
Environment, said there are no standards or regulations 
for how companies are supposed to clean up contamina¬ 
tion or how quickly companies need to act. 

“It would be difficult to standardize an approach when 
each site has its own geology and conditions," he said. 

Alberta Environment is a watchdog for industry, which 
approves remediation plans and issues fines.

More than 600 pooches will have a new place to romp if 
the town gives the go-ahead for a leash-free park. 

Town council is eyeing three green spaces for the 
canine common, but won’t make any decisions until the 
public gets its piece. 

Surveys and notices are being mailed this week to gauge 
residents’ opinion on which area - Memorial Park, 
Southridge Valley Park or the storm retention pond in 
Valarosa - should go to the dogs. 

“We also need to know if this is something people want 
their tax dollars to go toward, before we go any further 
with these plans,” said Conn. Gail Nowlan. 

This would he the first official dog park in the town and 
it’s geared towards meeting a growing demand for this 
type of service. 

“It’s about time. This is needed for sure,” said Kim 
Roberts, as her three-year-old dog Mikka played inside a 
fenced baseball field. 

“We used to take our dogs to the area behind Krebs, 
until they really came down on us. There were definitely 
some hard feelings...there are no other areas to take our 
dogs." 

She said dogs need to play and owners want to tussle 
with them, but a ball or a Frisbee can’t be tossed while a 
canine is on a leash. There needs to be space for dogs to 
be, well, dogs. 

Val Facey also gives thumbs-up for the proposed park. 
Her 10-month-old golden retriever, Deuce, is a big animal 
wit h a big need for play. She takes her canine for walks for 
an hour and a half every day, but it’s never enough to tire 
her puppy. 

“Until now, I would take my dog camping to be off-leash 
or I would go out into the country," Facey said. 

Derek Sutherland, peace officer for the Town of 
Didsbury, welcomes an area where pet owners can legal¬ 
ly let t heir dogs loose. 

There was 666 licensed dogs in the community last April 
and that number has probably grown, he said. He often 
sees walkers letting their dogs play and has to give them 
a warning that in this town, dogs must be leashed. 

“If they ask for an alternative place they can run their 
dog, we can’t give them one. This will give those people an 
opt ion.” 

Sutherland helped pick out the park choices and 
although they may not be the best choices, they’ll do the 
trick. He said parks require some work to carve pathways 
or erect fences and at least two of the options are close to 
neighbourhoods. 

But what can you do, he said, the town had a limited 
selection. 

The new pooch park can’t be anywhere near play¬ 
grounds and nearly every green space has some kind of 
equipment for kids. Putting toddlers and dogs in the same 
area, can become a liability issue that the town doesn’t 
want any part of. 

It is unclear how much a dog park will cost, but the dol¬ 
lars will be taken from next year’s budget.

It has known about the spread of chloride since liffttt, 
when then owner, Anderson Exploration checked for 
plumes that may have seeped offsite. 

Since it was open and co-operative about the testing, 
Alberta Environment didn’t slap the company with a fine. 

Bonavista wasn’t fined either, as it is has been working 
to honour the remediation plan and the cost of such is 
“enough of a financial burden." 

“I can’t change the past, but I can work today to make 
sure the remedial plan and the monitoring on the site are 
appropriate,” he said. 

Not good enough, landowners say. 

Sereda said Alberta Environment should be held 
accountable. It’s because of government regulations that 
the cleanup is taking 140 years and landowners have little 
in the way of fighting power. 

He said the only choice for landowners seeking com¬ 
pensation is civil litigation and “how does one, two or 
even five landowners sue a company with technical and 
financial resources?" 

“We feel violated...victimized. Hopeless? No, not yet. 
On our own? You bet. Landowners are on their own."

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Teen surprised with memorial bike

On Friday night, a bike Induing Rita Macintosh’s name 
;ui(l picture rested a few feel away from “Rita’s comer," a 
tribute wall at the local youth centre. 

Like the messages, the bike was another way for 
Macintosh’s friends to express their loss. 

"I was really close with Rita. When it...when she died, it 
felt like I’d lost a sister, ‘cause there wasn’t a thing 1 could¬ 
n’t tell her This was a step to getting over it,” said Joe 
Whyte, who designed t he two-wheeler. 

The hike is a surprise for his friend, Courtney Kellar, one 
of the teenagers involved in the crash that killed Macintosh. 

After school on June 1, three teenagers were driving a 
1999 GMC Sierra on a rural road one kilometre south of 
Didsbury, when the truck went out of control and veered 
over an embankment. The vehicle rolled 50 metres to a 
coulee and ended up on its side. Macintosh died at the 
scene and the other teenagers, 16-year-old Turner Watt and 
15-year-old Courtney Kellar were taken to a Calgary hospi¬ 
tal for treatment. 

“That same day I hugged her in the hallway and you just 
never think something like that would happen so fast, espe¬ 
cially when you are hugging her,” Whyte said of Macintosh. 

“When you come to school the next day, you are thinking 
she’ll be there and when she isn’t.. .it just beats you up.” 

When Whyte heard Kellar, a BMX rider, had lost her hike 
in the crash, he decided to give her his old one and this is no 
regular hand-me-down bike. The two-wheeler has over 
$1,000 worth of additions ;uid Ls custom designed as a trib¬ 
ute to Macintosh. 

It has a pink body with a picture of Macintosh on the front 
and her name inscribed along the body of the bike. It took 
Whyte and his friend Emerson Scott. 17. five hours to put on 
the vinyl design. 

Scott, who works at Snappy’s Design and Graphics 
Emporium said he didn’t know Rita, but his friends all did 
and he wanted to be involved in doing the good deed. 

He and Whyte said BMX is a sport that means a lot to 
Kellar. Her bedroom is littered with trophies. 

“It was depressing to know she's a rider who no longer 
has a bike to ride...so I figured I might as well give my old 
bike to someone who needs it,” Whyte said. 

Whyte hopes the 15-year-old eqjoys the bike and that it 
brings about good memories of the girl they'd both been 
friends with. 

"When she rides, Rita will always be there with her, to 
keep her going and push her to do better,” In* said. 

Friday night, Whyte called Kellar and told her they were 
throwing a surprise party for one of the girls at the 360 
youth centre and she needed to be there. 

“She has no idea the surprise is actually for her,” he said, 
smiling widely. 

A wrench was thrown in his plans when Kellar told Whyte 
she couldn’t come to the centre until later because she was 
looking after her brother. Five other teenagers who’d gath-

ered to celebrate the new bike groaned. How were they 
going to surprise her now? Should they just tell her about 
the bike? 

“You know what.. .we'll bring the bike to her," Whyte said. 

The group of six walked the bike up to Kellar’s comer lot 
and two of the girls ran up to the door to distract the 15- 
year-old as Whyte got into position. 

“Oh my God. My new bike! My new bike! I love you!” 
Kellar shouted, running down her front steps towards 
Whyte. She jumped on the bike seat and checked out her 
new wheels. 

“I love the rim, look at that chrome. I don’t know what to 
say. I’m speecliless," she said, hugging Whyte first, then 
Emerson. 

She said her favourite part of the bike Ls the picture of her 
friend, Rita 

“I am so happy, BMX Ls my favourite sport and when I am 
riding on the hills, I’ll remember Rita We were best friends 
and I am doing better but I miss her a lot.” 


Council considers levy change

For the first time in five years, the 
town Ls stripping the off-site levy to its 
bare bones and re-structuring the fee. 

Reviews before now were cursory 
glances, but this move will be thor¬ 
ough with the intent of hiking the fee 
and making it more competitive with 
surrounding communities. 

Roy Brown, chief administrative offi¬ 
cer for the town, says this has nothing 
to do with skyrocketing expenses, 
since contractor costs are down. 

The process, which will cost taxpay¬ 
ers anywhere from $30,(XX) to $50,000, 
will allow the municipality to recoup 
costs and prepare for future develop¬ 
ment on recently annexed land. 

Today, commercial, residential and 
industrial developers looking to hook 
up to town water distribution, sanitary 


sewer systems and water drainage 
systems pay a flat rate of $17,(XX) per 
acre. 

The rate is supposed to fund the 
infrastructure required for growth, but 

Brown says the rate is not allowing 
the town to recover costs, nor is a flat 
rate attractive for economic develop¬ 
ment. 

“We wmit to look at whether we 
should change the Hat rate. It may cost 
more to service one development over 
another, Ls it fair they both pay the 
same? Should we have a split rate? 
How competitive should we be with 
other municipalities?" 

All of these questions will be looked 
at over the next year, with spring 2010 
being the tentative deadline for the 
new fee. 

Town council has been invited to 
share in levy discussions about how to 
recoup costs and promote more local 


development. 

“We may look at promoting com¬ 
mercial growth because our tax ratio 
is way out of whack and with the eco¬ 
nomic downturn we need to keep pro- 
mot ing development,” said acting 
Mayor Jason Brander. 

He said he isn’t sure how the public 
will respond to the change, but he 
hopes people realize anything to pro¬ 
mote new town ventures is a good 
thing. 

“If we can even out our tax ratio, 
that could mean the public wouldn’t 
pay as high of taxes." 

Town council approved of a timeline 
for restructuring the levy last week. 
Adjustments will be discussed in 
October 2(X)9 through to February 
2010. The municipality is uncertain at 
this point what changes will take 
place and how much developers could 
end up [laying.

'Die inquiry recommenda¬ 
tions were written by the 
Canadian Lifesaving Society 
after 8-year-old Jordan 
Neave died at a family swim 
in Olds. He had jumped in 
the deep end of the pool 
without his lifejacket and 
was playing with another 
child, |>erhaps while using 
his boogie board or floating 
mat. Inquiry documents say 
Neaves playmate, also eight, 
saw him drown but didn’t 
realize what was happening. 
By the time the lifeguard 
was notified, the boy had 


been at the bottom of the 
pool for 10 to 20 minutes. 

There were also two life- 
incidents at the Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre last year. 
Jesse Fuller, 33, nearly 
drowned while attending a 
public swim and Nathan 
Thompson, 7, dropped sev¬ 
eral metres from a water- 
slide. Beable-Cowley said 
recommendations made by 
town council after the inci¬ 
dents last year have been 
met. The pool has a ratio of 
35 children to one lifeguard 
and they removed the sten¬ 
cils on the pool basin. She 
said although the wristband 
system adds to the safety 


measures already taken, it 
has nothing to do with the 
pool’s own safety record. 

Since the program Ls in its 
infancy, it Ls still exptvhxl to 
have some grow ing pains. 

“We want to find out what 
works for as and what does¬ 
n’t. We may end up including 
11- and 12-year-olds if we an 1 
finding they are not strong in 
the deep end," she said. 

She said there may be 
some Lssues with lifeguards 
being too busy to give 
instant swim tests; which 
will mean kids won’t have a 
chance to swim in tin* deep 
end, even if they fiol quali¬ 
fied to. 


“I don’t know about t his. If 
kids want to go to the pool 
to have fun, I don’t think 
they’d want to take a test to 
go over there, to the deep 
end,” said Donavon Young, 
whose six- and 11-year-old 
children swim at the pool. 

His wife, Rhonda, said any 
move to help lifeguards Ls a 
good one. 

Her only concern is 
whether the bracelets will 
cause bullying. 

“If kids am told the wrist¬ 
bands are not just for age, 
but ability, there might lie 
some teasing about those 
who can’t go in the deep 
end," she said.

High-speed train a good idea

Service in the Calgary-Edmonton 
Corridor leads to the consideration 
of a number of political and policy 
issues, both provincially and nation¬ 
ally, that might be resolved or, at 
least, substantially mitigated by a 
high-speed train project. 

The Alberta government faces sev¬ 
eral problems that could be solved by 
introducing high-speed train service 
in the Edmonton-Calgary Corridor. 
Alberta has to show the world that it 
is committed to a greener economy; 
it has to improve its transportation 
infrastructure; and, it has to develop 
more economic alternatives to the oil 
and gas industry. 

An electrified high-speed train 
service between Edmonton and 
Calgary would take passengers from 


take as long, including time for 
check-in and security and time to get 
to and from the airports. 

The transportation infrastructure, 
particularly in the Edmonton-Calgary 
corridor, will need massive upgrad¬ 
ing as the population of Alberta con¬ 
tinues to grow rapidly. The QE II 
Highway can be endlessly expanded 
into a “401 West" or bo transformed 
into a true transportation corridor by 
the addition of high-speed rail. A fast, 
frequent and reliable rail service link¬ 
ing downtown Calgary, Red Deer and 
downtown Edmonton, with subur¬ 
ban stations at or near Calgary 
International Airport and Edmonton 
International Airport, would be an 
enormous improvement to Alberta’s 
transportation network. 

In addition, if Alberta were to opt 
for a high-speed rail system, it would 
be in a strong position to ensure that 
some of the production facilities be 
built in Alberta. Manufacturing facili¬ 
ties for the rail and related industries 
would considerably expand Alberta’s 
industrial base. In addition, the plan¬ 
ning and construction of such a 
major project would create new 


nomic benefits that might be generat¬ 
ed by the project. 

A high-speed train from Calgary to 
Edmonton could also serve to get 
the federal government out of a 
tight spot. It is inevitable that a 
high-speed train service will be 
introduced in the Montreal-Ottawa- 
Toronto corridor and, in time, 
extended to both Quebec City and 
Windsor. It is also inevitable that 
federal money w ill be necessary for 
a project of such scale. And, it is 
inevitable that the federal govern¬ 
ment would be criticized for making 
such an enormous investment in 
Central Canada. Inevitable, that is, 
unless the federal government had 
already invested in a “demonstra¬ 
tion project" elsewhere in Canada, 
namely the Calgary-Edmonton cor¬ 
ridor. Why would the west criticize 
the federal government for making 
the same investment in high-speed 
rail in Central Canada that it had 
already made in Alberta? Therefore, 
it is reasonable to assume that the 
federal government would also sup¬ 
port a high-speed rail project in 
Alberta.

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Local MLAs call helipad 
misinformation unfortunate

Revelations that the Alberta Health 
Services Board provided inaccurate 
information about closure of several 
rural emergency helipads, blaming 
Transport Canada for a decision the 
board itself made, is of concern, say area 
MI As. 

AHSB board officials said late last 
month that eight emergency helipads, 
including Sundre’s and Didsbury’s, were 
being closed effective July 1 on the 
orders of Transport Canada because of 
safety concerns. 

It was later revealed that Transport 
Canada did not, in fact, order the landing 
pads closed. 

The pads were closed for a couple of 
days before being reopened. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 

Conservative MIA Richard Marz said the 
mix-up is troubling. 

“It’s extremely unfortunate that misin¬ 
formation came out of Alberta Health 
Services,” said Marz. "I certainly don’t 
like advising my constituents about 
things that I found out later are not accu¬ 
rate. It doesn’t reflect well on me or the 
health services hoard or cultivate an air 
of trust and that’s indeed unfortunate. 

“I know that I trusted that the informa¬ 
tion was correct and accurate, and then I 
found out that it wasn’t. So I give the 
board full marks for recognizing the 
error and apologizing for it and commit¬ 
ting to doing better. 

“It's not a way to increase credibility by 
getting inaccurate information out.” 

The entire situation is “an early lesson 
for them (AHSB) to scrutinize the infor¬ 
mation they are getting before they put it 
out to the public,” he said. 


Lund echoed Marz’s comments. 

“It was just unbelievable,” said Lund. “1 
said it more than once at the Sundre 
meeting (July 7) that there never was a 
letter from Transport Canada. 1 started 
asking for that letter when I found out 
what happened. I said ‘where’s the letter 
and what do we need to do in Sundre to 
get it (helipad) open?' And of course they 
couldn't answer and they couldn’t pro¬ 
duce the letter.” 

In a message posted on the AHSB web¬ 
site, board chairman Ken Hughes said the 
matter of the misinformation is being 
reviewed. 

“On behalf of Alberta Health Services, I 
want to apologize to community mem¬ 
bers, MIAs, and municipal leaders for 
the impact this issue has had on their 
communities," said Hughes. “Given the 
conflicting information we received, a 
comprehensive internal review of the 
matter has been initiated and will be con¬ 
cluded when I)r. Stephen Duckett (CAO) 
returns next week. 

“We are committed to ensuring that the 
right information is being shared with the 
right people at the right time. This clear¬ 
ly did not happen in this instance and we 
will be finding out where the miscommu- 
nication took place.” 

AHSB, which operates under the direc¬ 
tion of the Stelmach government, is con¬ 
tinuing with a review of the helipads as 
part of the larger review of all rural hos¬ 
pitals. 

“Key factors for consideration (in the 
helipad review) include needs of the 
patient, volume of patient transfers by 
rotary and fixed-wing air ambulance, 
capabilities of the sending facility, and 
service level of local PAIS," said Hughes. 

The AHSB has declined to say what 
officials believe may be wrong with the
